Are We Not Ready? 


A 


CCEPTING the limitations that Mr. Harding 


accepts, there can be no quarrel with his 


conclusion thai complete disarmament is oul of 
the question. Indeed, there may never be any 
such thing as absolute disarmament, even in a 
millcnial world so far as international amity is 
concerned, because of the necessity of preserv- 
ing domestic order. But Ihc general air of ad- 
mitting in advance the practical defeat of even 
substantial disarmament which clings to the 
president's letter is something that \vc doubt if 
the common masses of men are ready to accept, 
regardless of the indubitable practical difficul- 
ties wliich the president sees so clearly. As one 
apprehends the temper of the peoples, not only 
in the United Stales but in all the other demo- 
cratic powers, they sec plainly enough the ob- 
stacles in tbe way of disarmament, but they see 
even more plainly the blessings and benefits of 
disarmament. They arc not disposed to be pa- 
tient •with reasonable explanations of impossi- 
bilities as a basis of refusal to undertake the 


, great things. 


Perhaps they would prefer a magnificent 


failure to a tepid, fractional success. If the frui- 
^tion of the disarmament conference is lo be a 
battleship scaled off the program here, or a reg- 
iment there, if it is to be a mailer of minutiae 
instead of a bold confrontation of essential prob- 
lems which cause wars and armament for wars, 
they will not be satisfied. 


To throw aside the decorous protective 


screens with which diplomacy masks selfish na- 
tional interests, to look at the real reasons why 
nations do not agree and threaten each other 
vrilh weapons, would very likely result in pres- 
ent failure of disarmament even in part. Pos- 
sibly it might even provoke a tendency to bigger 
armament in the immediate future. 
i3ut it 


would hasten the day of real understanding and 
international plain dealing; let out a festering 
accumulation of suspicion and distrust wliich is 
doing world affairs no good, and as nothing else 
conld it would, jar and jolt the masses which are 
ultimately responsible for national -policies— 
and mnst ultimately pay the shot when they 
clash in war—into a realization of the task be- 
fore them, and of the necessity for so shaping 
education and so conducting themselves in inter- 
national relations as to make peace and disarma- 
ment eventually practicable. 


If such a revelation could have the effect of 


shaking the public opinion of each country out 
of its snug belief in the- essential Tightness of 
its own policies and the unaccountable willful 
wrongncss of other powers' policies, it would do 
much. The United States, we like to believe, 
has a purer idea of world affairs than other na- 
tions, but in many respects its purity is chiefly 
relative. There- are practical advantages to us 
in some of the. lofty proposals we put forward, 
and practical^disadvantages lo other nations. 
\Vc admire the loftiness, but perhaps not with- 
out a self-conscious private squint at the prac- 
tical advantages. It would do us no harm to 
take a look at the practical disadvantages to oth- 
er nations of our policies, as well as the practical 
disadvantages to us of Iheirs. If we arc.ever to 
approach pinnaiicnl peace and disarmament, 
the peoples have gol to lake their governments 
in hand and impress upon them the fact (hat 
democratic fair-play must be an article of ex- 
port as well as for honu; consumption.
